Senator Monroney Tells Plans 
For Military Air Controller Loss 


FAA AERONAUTICAL CENTER 
OKLAHOMA CITY, OKLAHOMA 

HE Senate will open hearings early 

next year on a controversial proposal 
to turn over responsibility for military 
air traffic control to civilians. 

Even though the Pentagon is still eye- 
ing the move with “timidity,” Senator 
A. S. “Mike” Monroney (D-Okla) told 
THE JOURNAL during a press tour of the 
Federal Aviation Agency’s Aeronautical 
Center here, he thinks the Armed Forces 
eventually will embrace the plan. 

Senator Monroney expects the change- 
over to be gradual, with the Strategic 
Air Command coming in “last.” He said 
the ultimate effect will be an increase 
in the “fighting complement” of the 


Armed Forces as military men are re- 
lieved for air traffic assignments. 

The proposed legislation, introduced 
by Senator Monroney late in the Con- 
gressional session this year, will estab- 
lish a Federal Aviation Service within 
the FAA to handle all air traffic con- 
trol, GAC, radar and similar work for 
U. S. military and civilian aviation. 

None of the Services has embraced the 
plan enthusiastically, although the Air 
Force has said it would be willing to 
permit the FAA to man certain AF fa- 
cilities, provided SAC operations and 
other strictly military air functions 
were not disturbed. Both the Army and 
Navy are opposed to civilians taking

No Early Release 
This Christmas 


Assistant Secretary of Defense (Man- 
power) Carlisle P. Runge has notified 
the Secretaries of the Army, Navy and 
Air Force that the customary early re- 
lease for Christmas policy will be sus- 
pended this year. 

Mr. Runge said that the policy was 
being suspended due to the current ef- 
forts to increase and strengthen the 
Armed Forces. These efforts have in- 
cluded involuntary extensions of terms 
of service, recall of members of the Re- 
serve Forces and operational commit- 
ments of each service. 

This suspension will apply only to the 
general policy established in previous 
years of early release of personnel whose 
enlistments or obligated terms of serv- 
ice would expire during the Christmas- 
New Year holiday period. It does not 
abrogate the normal authority of the 
Service secretaries to release personnel 
early under certain circumstances, nor 
does it preclude granting of leaves or 
passes in accordance with current pol- 
icies.

ORMER Supply Duty officers came 

second only to Naval Aviators in the 
selection of 604 Marine officers for ma- 
jor. (Names, Page 23) 

The former SDO’s, who have now been 
integrated into the unrestricted class, 
scored a 94.3% selection within the zone, 
with 33 out of 35 eligibles chosen. There 
was one former SDO eligible, but not 
chosen, from above the zone.

May Be Replaced By New Civilian Force

over their air traffic control facilities. 

Senator Monroney told THE JOURNAL 
Senate hearings probably will begin in 
late February or early March “depend- 
ing on the temper of the Defense De- 
partment.” He said: “It is my guess 
that the new Federal Air Service will 
be phased into military towers rather 
gradually. SAC probably will be the 
last,” he said. 

Establishment of the new FAS will 
mean the addition of about 600 more 
control towers to the FAA system, Sen- 
ator Monroney said, and a “material in- 
crease” in the work of the Aeronautical 
Center in Oklahoma City. 

The Senator mentioned the possibility 
that members of the Armed Forces al- 
ready engaged in air traffic control op- 
erations might be “allowed to resign or 
retire” to take posts with the new FAS. 

The mission of the Aeronautical Cen- 
ter here is to bring constant improve- 
ments to the nation’s air traffic control 
system and its ability to handle the 
greater demands of the future. 

The daily training load at the center 
averages between 1,000 and 1,100 stu- 
dents, many of whom come from foreign 
nations, They include personnel current- 
ly manning the air traffic control sys- 
tem, as well as those who will man it 
in the future. 


Training and re-training is conducted 
in three major fields of specialization: 
flight standards, air traffic management 





USAF Central Welfare Funds Help 


Send Service Youngsters 


HE Air Force reports that Central 

Welfare funds are being used to pro- 
vide college education assistance for 
children of Active Duty personnel. 

The funds used to support this pro- 
gram are earned as a result of the op- 
eration of base exchanges and motion 
pictures theaters, Assistance is in the 
form of Merit Scholarships and long 
term, interest free loans. 

Thirty dependent children are now in 
colleges as freshmen with scholarships 
ranging in stipend value from $250 to 
$1,500. The average stipend is $903. The 
amount is based upon financial need. 
These students won scholarships after 
advancing to the finalist group in na- 
tionwide competition. Final selection 
was made from ninety-seven dependent 
children of Air Force personnel who 
were finalists. 

One hundred forty-two dependent 
children are now in colleges with Air 
Force Educational Assistance Loans 
ranging in size from $200 to $1,000. The 
average loan was $562. Although most 
are freshmen, loans are not confined to 
freshmen, Students in college are also 
eligible to apply, Repayment of these 
loans may be spread over the ten year 
period after graduation or withdrawal 
from college. 

For the 1962-63 program, again up to 
30 Air Force Merit Scholarships will be 
awarded. To compete for these scholar- 
ships, this year’s high school seniors 
must have taken the National Merit 
Scholarship Qualifying Test (NMSQT) 
in March of their junior year. Those 
seniors whose scores were sufficiently 
high have already been notified by their 
principals that they are “merit semi- 
finalists” and will continue in com peti- 
tion for a scholarship. Once a student 
takes the National Merit Scholarship 
Qualifying Test (NMSQT) in the second 
semester of the 11th grade, he is in- 
formed of each additional requirement 
and each step he must take by the Na- 
tional Merit Scholarship Corporation 
(NMSC). This organization administers 
the Air Force Merit Scholarship Pro- 
gram. Announcement of scholarship win- 
ners will be made in April of 1962, 

Again, for the 1962-63 school year, up 
to $100,000 will be made available for 
educational assistance loans, Dependent 
children desiring such loans for the 
1962-63 school year will apply on AF 
Form 563, “Application for Educational

cilities. The training program, under the 
direction of Mr. Enar B. Olson, also em- 
braces a large and comprehensive cor- 
respondence course program for FAA 
employees. 

Training is only one of a number of 
important FAA tasks carried out at the 
multi-million dollar center which also 
houses a 15-acre, covered, Facilities and 
Materiel Depot, The Depot provides en- 
gineering, shop and supply support to 
the vast network of facilities making up 
the federal airways system. Warehouse 
stocks are worth about $30 million, not 
counting another $25 million in the FAA 
pipeline and on hand at FAA installa- 
tions.

Effective 2 January 1962, all civilian ap- 
plicants for Air Force aviation cadet nav- 
igator training must possess a minimum 
of 60 passing semester hours or 90 passing 
quarter hours of formal college training.

Central Selection Board to this grade is sched- 
uled to convene at Hq USAF on 22 January 
1962. 

“After careful review of these figures, Air 
Force has decided to lessen the workload on 
the Central Selection Board by convening a 
Nomination Board on 27 November 1961. The 
Nomination Board will consider the 2.850 eli- 
sibles in the Primary Zone and nominate to 
the Central Selection Board some 40 to 45% 
of them, or about 1,200 officers. A maximum 
quota for temporary colonel this year is 536, 
of which 25% may be selected from the Sec 
ondary Zone. These 1,200 Primary Zone offi- 
cers, therefore, will provide the Central Se- 
lection Board with about 3 records for every 
officer selected in the Primary Zone. 

“Air Force states experience shows that 
with this high nomination ratio, the possi- 
bility of failing to nominate an officer who 
might possibly have been selected by the 
Central Board, had a nomination board not 
convened, are practically nil. In other words 
Air Force feels beyond reasonable doubt that 
any officer who is not nominated would not 
be selected by the Central Board even though 
that board considered all 2,850 eligibles. 

“The Nomination Board which will meet 
on 27 November 1961 will consist of one Ma- 
jor General and 24 Brigadier Generals, 
signed to the major commands and Hq USAF. 
This board is being convened by Hq USAF 
to assure that all Primary Zone officers are 
centrally considered at that level.’’

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AF’s “Tiddle” Process Automates Intercepts For Fighter Aircraft 


The Air Force Systems Command | 
says that interception of a target by a | 
fighter plane can be as automatic as it 
is with an unmanned missile through 
a new communications process. 

Known as Time Division Data Link 
(TDDL), the new system enables one 
machine to give instructions to hun- 
dreds of airplanes faster than any other 
known means, The system was proven 
successful in a test program conducted 
by AFSC’s Electronic Systems Division, 
L. G. Hanscom Field, Mass. 

The TDDL process (nicknamed by 
project personnel “tiddle” for easy pro- 
nunciation) is one in which a ground- 
based electronic computer calculates 
commands for an aerial battle and in- 
structs the pilot to perform an intercep- 
tion. 

When an aerial target is detected, ex- 
plained ESD’s Maj. Hollie A, Wilkes, 
TDDL receives command instructions 
from a computer in coded form. The 
computer directs distribution of the com- 
mands to transmitter sites scattered 
throughout the country, and then the 
instructions are beamed to the aircraft. 

“The code is reconverted by the air- | 
craft TDDL equipment and is displayel 
on the pilot’s instrument panel, giving 
the information needed to accomplish 
the intercept,” Major Wilkes said. 

There is also available an option of 
passing the command information di- 
rectly to an automatic pilot which is in- 
stalled in the aircraft, so that the inter- 
ceptor may be completely controlled 
from the ground, This makes it possi- 
ble for a central battle station to do 
most everything for the pilot—once he 
is airborne—except fire the guns or 
rockets. 

Advantages of the “tiddle”—operated 
aircraft can 
be recalled from a mission, positive 
identification of a target, and use of | 
human judgment. Keeping final author- | 
ity to a pilot is particularly important 
in case of malfunction, Major Wilkes 
pointed out, since then the pilot might 
be able to continue operations whereas 
a machine might fail. 

The test program included the latest 
models of Air Force interceptors: F-101B 
“Voodoo,” F-102A “Delta Dagger,” F- 
105 “Thunderchief” (two versions, and 
F-106A “Delta Dart.” With the excep- | 
tion of the F-105, all these aircraft op- | 
erated from Hanscom Field, receiving | 
commands generated by the Experi- | 
mental SAGE Sector at Hanscom, The | 
F-105 experiment involved aircraft from | 
Eglin AFB, Fila. 

Major Wilkes pointed out that Time | 
Division Data Link is also used in the 
Bomare B unmanned interceptor.

Most of the test and evaluation of 
Bomarc Data Link was accomplished by 
the Bomarc Test Staff in the Montgom- 
ery (Ala.) Air Defense Sector of SAGE 
with Bomarcs launched from Eglin 
AFB over its Gulf Test Range. 


The TDDL joint test force at Hans- 
com Field coordinated closely with the 
Bomarc staff and exchanged test infor- 
mation. 

The test aircraft program was con- 
ducted by the Time Division Data Link 
Test Force, a joint effort in which not 
only the Electronic Systems Division 
was involved, but also the Aeronautical 
Systems Division (AFSC), Dayton, Ohio; 
Rome (N. Y.) Air Development Center 
(AFSC), Air Defense Command, the Air 


Force Logistics Command, MITRE 
Corporation, (Bedford, Mass.) and 
others. 


Two officers rotated the responsibility 
for heading the Test Force: Lt, Col. 





Thayer E. Bartlett of ASD, and Major 
Wilkes. They were assisted by Lt. Col. 
William H. Osborne of the Air Defense 
Command, which will be the operating 
agency. 

The TDDL test program lasted about 
18 months starting in 1959. At times, 
the force numbered a dozen Air Force 
personnel and 135 scientists and engi- 
neers from industry. 

The Test Force employed the “princi- 
ple of concurrency” in developing TD- 
DL, This principle calls for the devel- 
oper, logistician, and user of a system 
to work together from the time it. is 
first proposed until it is in operation. 

By using the entire data link output 
of the experimental SAGE sector at 
Hanscom, thousands of messages were 
transmitted to a single aircraft during a 
test flight, enabling the lone aircraft 
to accumulate the same amount of data 
that would normally be sent in hun- 
dreds of separate sorties.

COMMERCIAL COMMUNICATIONS UNIT MOVES 


HE Office of Commercial Communications Management, a detachment of 
Air Force Communications Service, on 2 December, will begin a move 
from Ent AFB, Colorado, to Scott AFB, IIl.

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Services Lose A Friend In Speaker Sam 


The death of Speaker of the House Sam Rayburn in his beloved Bon- 
ham, Texas, lost to the Armed Forces a courageous and dedicated friend. 
Throughout his distinguished career on Capitol Hill, Speaker Sam worked 
tirelessly in the cause of National Defense. A powerful leader in the Demo- 
cratic Party, he tolerated no partisan behavior when matters affecting 
the National Security were before the Congress. 

We recall his abiding interest in the welfare and morale of all mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces. Through the years, there were numerous times 
when we had occasion to seek Speaker Sam’s views on matters affect- 
ing National Security. Always, he was immediately responsive; more 
often than not, he would turn the tables and ask the questions in an effort 
to obtain information about the views of Service people and their families. 

We recall also the touching tribute which Speaker Sam paid to his 
dear friend and colleague, Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga) of the House 
Armed Services Committee at a February luncheon in the Capitol at which 
THE JOURNAL was privileged to be host with the Reader’s Digest. Mixed 
with the quips, for which both men won renown, Spealxer Sam and Uncle 
Carl joined in expressing a plea for military strength to safeguard peace 
and freedom. 

That was Speaker Sam’s way. He was a man of great warmth and 
humor. He was a wise man who knew all the twists and turns on the 
political byroads. But when it came to National Defense, Speaker Sam, 
the great man from Bonham, traveled and led others on a straight and 
direct path of action to assure that our Nation always will have adequate 
military strength. 

The United States and its Armed Forces have suffered a great loss. 


Who Will Push Service Morale Legislation’ 


Action on many legislative needs concerning military personnel in 
the coming session of Congress will depend largely upon the interest and 
iniative of the chairmen and members of the Armed Services Committees. 

As THE JOURNAL’sS Congressional Editor, Louis R. Stockstill, pointed 
out in his analysis of the Defense Department’s 1962 legislative slate (18 
November, page 14) the McNamara Program, as sent to the Bureau of 
the Budget, omits a number of morale boosting items which had been in- 
cluded in his predecessor’s program. 

Left out are such long recognized needs as an increase in quarters 
allowances, which now lag far behind the increase in the nationwide price 
index for rents, liberalization of the present antiquated and restrictive 
dual-employment and dual-compensation, representation allowances to 
ease the plight of military mission personnel, isolated duty pay, USCOA 
tax exemptions, alert pay which SAC has repeatedly stressed as necessary 
to compensate crews for long hours on alert status, family separation al- 
lowances, and a number of other vital projects. 

Correction of the present inequalities in Service retired pay, sup- 
ported by the leaders of both political parties and passed unanimously by 
the House by the preceding Congress, is in the new legislative package 
but it is rated only number 10 on the priority list. Furthermore, if it is 
not pushed more strongly by the Pentagon leadership than it was in the 
first session of this Congress, its chances are not too good. 

In view of the heavy stress Defense Secretary McNamara gave to 
the importance of morale in his address at the Vinson-Russell dinner (see 
last week’s JouRNAL) one would hope that when these glaring ommis- 
sions are brought to his attention, revisions in the program will be ordered. 
The only other chance for constructive legislation in these areas lies in 
the personal interest of Chairmen Russell and Vinson and the individual 
members of their committees. 





Second Year For Operational Polaris 


The U. S. Navy on 15 November entered a second year of continuous 
deployed Polaris submarine operations. Admiral Robert L. Dennison, 
Atlantic Fleet Commander at Norfolk, told Submarine Squadron 14: 
“Your successful patrols of constant vigilance for the Free World have 
and will continue to be a major contribution towards preserving the 
peace for our nation. It is fully recognized that continuous success in | 
fulfilling your mission has been achieved by personal sacrifice, devotion 
to duty and efforts of all hands in the Polaris program.” 

VAdm. Elton W. Grenfell, who commands the Atlantic Fleet Sub- 
marine Force, recalled that on 15 November 1960 the George Washington 
put to sea “on a patrol that marked a revolution in not only submarine 
warfare but the entire concept of strategic use of forces.” 

In addition to George Washington, five other Fleet Ballistic Missile 
submarines are operational and on patrol: Patrick Henry, Theodore 
Roosevelt, Robert E. Lee, and Abraham Lincoln. A sixth, Ethan Allen, 








first of a new class that is designed to fire the long range A-2 Polaris 


missile, will join the nuclear fleet early next year. 

To the Navy and to the vast industry team which scored such a 
brilliant success, under the dynamic direction of VAdm. William F. 
Raborn, the Nation at this first anniversary joins in sending to all hands 
on the Polaris program a grateful ‘Well Done.” 





(The following letter was addressed to 
Senator Paul Douglas (D-Ill) by a 
Service wife following publication in 
the 21 October issue of THE JOURNAL 
of a report on new attack on Commis- 
saries led by the National Association 
of Food Chains and the Senator.) 

@ The problem under attack seems 
to be whether commissaries located in 
metropolitan areas throughout’ the 
country are legitimate because food 
prices are “excessive” in. these areas. 

You seem to doubt that a price mark- 
up difference of 16-30% constitutes an 
“excessive” prices. I am not prepared 
with stitistics about your domestic 
history, but I judge that your children, 
if any, are grown, and therefore self- 
sufficient. I know your income as a 
senator is in the vicinity of $25,000. 
Under these circumstances I can un- 
derstand how it would be difficult for 
you to visualize an 18-30% increase in 
food costs as being very crucial. 

However, the majority of service 
families do have growing families, and 
none of them have a salary in the 
$20,000 figure. Therefore, an 18-30% 
increase in a food budget can raise 
havoc with the family finances. In my 
own case this means a $25-50 increase 
each month. That is no small amount 
in my already tight budget. 

If the military family did not con- 
sider this increase of major significance 
in their ever present struggle to keep 
one step ahead of the bill collector I 
rather doubt that the commissary 
would be so popular? Have you ever 
shopped in one? They are not so nearly 
conveniently located as the corner 
Safeway; their hours are not so nearly 
flexible and they are open only five 
instead of six days a week; children 
over two have to be left at home or in 
a nursery where the attendant must be 
tipped; there is no curb-service help 
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unless one tips a civilian “carry-out” 
boy. Any Service wife would prefer to 
shop at Giant, Safeway, etc. to obtain 
these extra services—if she could af- 
ford the luxury. 

You were quoted as saying you 
don’t recall, as a Marine officer in 
WWII, that you were guaranteed the 
right to buy food inexpensively! Nor 
do I, sir recall that guarantee when my 
husband accepted his commission 20 
years ago, and I became his wife. As 
a matter of fact, I can’t recall any 
guarantees made to him. 


There was no guarantee that the 
then present income tax deduction 
granted to the then popular service 
man would remain. It did not. There 
was no guarantee that the expected 
sea duty separations would be no long- 
er than scheduled or that home ports 
for ships would remain as announced. 
They didn’t. There was no guarantee 
that we would have ample moving 
notice, and be free to pick our own 
moving company. We weren’t, There 
was no guarantee that the insurance 
coverage given a few years ago would 
not be abruptly taken away. It was. 
There was no guarantee that there 
would be adequate and plentiful hous- 
ing wherever we were sent. There isn’t. 
There was no guarantee that Congress 
would consider a serviceman’s salary 
important enough to adjust it peri- 
odically without pressure. They haven't. 

The military are still waiting for a 
pay adjustment such as civil service 
employees received last year (7%), 
and civil service is already talking 
about the “Big” fight they will wage 
next year for a new increase! The 
military are still waiting for Mr. Cor- 
diner’s 1958 suggestion to improve 
housing allowances. (Where can a Colo- 
nel or Captain rent or buy a suitable

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British Army Shows Chieftain Tank; 
Other New Weapons Are Displayed

RITAIN’S new battle tank, Chieftain, has been taken off the Secret List, and 
displayed to public view at the Fighting Vehicle Research and Development 
Establishment at Chertsey, near London. 


Described by Minister of Defense Harold Watkinson, as a “world beater,” 
Chieftain made its first public debut with some of its features still cloaked by 
security. Compared with its immediate predecessors in the British Army—Con- 
queror (65 tons with a 120 mm. gun), and Centurion Mk.9 (50 tons with a 1065 mm. 
gun)—Chieftain is lighter, faster, has more power and punch and gives greater 
protection to its crew. Nearly 20 tons lighter than Conqueror, its 120 mm. gun is 
far more powerful. 


The new tank has a multi-fuel engine which runs equally well on heavy 
diesel oil or high grade gasoline. It is extremely fast across country and is 
equipped to swim across water obstacles, according to the official British Informa- 
tion Services. The deliberately squat design reduces target risk. The tank is 
driven from a “bed” rather than a driving seat, the driver lying on his back 
and operating with the aid of a periscope. 

Chieftain is likely to go to Germany for technical user trials early next year. 
It was stated that two prototypes are to be made available to the West German 
Government. 


Among other weapons under development or on trial with the British Army 
which attracted attention at Chertsey was a new 105 mm, tracked, self-propelled 
gun, the ABBOT. Designed to provide close artillery support and capable of firing 
high-explosive, smoke, and anti-tank shells to a range of nearly 11 miles, this 
weapon, like Chieftain, can be made to swim rivers under its own power. The 
gun is mounted in a turret which can traverse 360°—a great advance on the 
limited traverse which until now has been a feature of self-propelled guns—and 
can fire a heavier shell for a much greater distance than the 25 pounder which it 
supersedes, Abbot is now undergoing trials prior to being taken into service with 
the Army. 

Visitors also saw: 

An 81 mm. mortar, to replace the present three-inch mortar, which has a 
range of more than three miles and fires with great accuracy at the rate of 30 
rounds a minute. 

A new radar, Green Archer, not yet taken into service, which tracks mortar 
bombs in flight and automatically calculates the position from which the mortar 
was fired. 

The Vickers’ Vigilant anti-tank weapon—a one-man pack, guided anti-tank 
weapon designed and produced by the British Aircraft Corporation. Vigilant is 
suitable for either infantry or armor and has a range of up to 1,500 yards. It is 
directed on to its target by command signals sent along a wire from a controller, 
the wire being dispensed from the missile in flight. The decision on whether 
a weapon of this type will go into service with the British Army has not yet 
been made. 


A Demonstration of the Hoversled, a simple platform supported on an air 
cushion which can be used to carry seriously wounded men over very rough 
ground, also was conducted. The air cushion is maintained by a motor-driven 
central fan, and the sled can be pushed or pulled by hand or towed by a vehicle. 
It is being developed as a private venture, and although tried out by the Royal 
Army Medical Corps is not an official project. 


Britain’s Blue Water surface-to-surface guided weapon, being developed to 
replace the U. S. Corporal missile, was also demonstrated. Blue Water, with much 
the same 70-mile range as Corporal, needs only two small vehicies for transporta- 
tion, control and launching, and can go into action within a few minutes of 
arrival on site. 

Most interesting of the bridge-building devices at the display was the Cen- 
turion bridge-layer—a Centurion hull carrying a bridge 52 feet long which it can 
launch across a span of 45 feet. The bridge is capable of bearing all vehicles 
normally used in forward areas. 


Infantry aids included an infra red weapon-sight which enables a man to see 
and shoot in the dark up to 150 yards, and infra red binoculars which, used in 
conjunction with an infra red lamp or light source, enable observation in the 
dark. These binoculars can be used for driving vehicles with infra red filters 
fitted to the headlamps. 

In all, the display incorporated more than 150 items ranging through every 
corps of the Army, and bore out the comment made by the Secretary of State 
for War, Mr. John Profumo, in his opening speech, Explaining that the display 
was designed to show the range of weapons which had been adopted by the 
British Army in the past two or three years and also to show those which would 
be introduced in the next two or three years, Mr, Profumo said: “Never before, 
in peace or war, has so much equipment come into service with the British Army 
as will be the case in this span.”

Ark Royal Sails 
With ASW Copters 


The British Royal Navy’s most power- 
ful aircraft carrier, Ark Royal, has been 
recommissioned at Devonport, England, 
after a six-month routine refit. 

She now has the most powerful 
flightdeck team catapults in the Navy. 

Following post-refit trials the Ark 
Royal will go this month to the Mediter- 
ranean Station with Scimitar, Sea Vixen 
and Gannett aircraft embarked, and will 
be the first shin in the Royal Navy to 
have an operational squadron of Wessex 
anti-submarine helicopters. 

When fully operational in the Medi- 
terranean, she will have on board 2,300 
and men, including air crew 
from the four Royal Naval Air Squadron 
embarked.

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THE PENTAGON LEADERSHIP must face 
the fact that with the approach of the holiday 
season and a widespread belief that the Berlin 
Crisis is easing, there will be a growing morale 
problem in Reserve Forces units called to ac- 
tive duty for indefinite periods up to one year. 
As was pointed out in last week’s issue, this 
problem will be particularly acute in Reserve 
Forces units on duty considerable distances 
from their homes but who are not likely to be 
sent overseas. 


SECRETARY McNAMARA, the Service Secre- 
taries, and the office of Assistant Secretary of 
Defense Arthur Sylvester should waste no time 
in recognizing the need for dynamic leadership 
in the Reserve Forces area. If they don’t, po- 
litical leaders will remind them that there is 
plenty of potential trouble on the vote front if 
members of the Reserve Forces have doubts as 
to why they are on active duty. 


MAJ. GEN. MICHAEL J. GALVIN, an Un- 
der Secretary of Labor in the Truman Admin- 
istration, Army Vice President of the Reserve 
Officers Association, and Commander of the 
94th Infantry Division, stirred up a fuss this 
week with his declaration to a Massachusetts 
Legislature Committee that the Government 
“should not call up Ready Reserves again to 
support diplomatic offensives in a cold war that 
may last a generation.” Interestingly, General 
Galvin (see Page 17) only this month completed 
a top-level Army Management School course at 
Ft. Belvoir, Va., closeby the Pentagon. 


A “CONSIDERABLE NUMBER” of AF Re- 
servists and Guardsmen called to active duty 
are making application for immediate separa- 
tion on grounds of hardship, financial difficulties, 
civilian occupation and for the purpose of con- 
tinuing formal education. USAF Headquarters 
notes that in most cases, these applications had 
been denied previous to the arrival on active 
duty. Said Headquarters: “Apparently there is 
a widespread belief that Air Force criteria for 
separation is less stringent than that of Re- 
serve Forces. A new message to commanders 
affirms a policy on release from duty, with the 
assertion that “only in cases of extreme hard- 
ship will exception to policy be made. 


ANOTHER “POLITICAL” PROBLEM which 
confronts the Pentagon relates to Civil Defense. 
There’s great confusion—and controversy too— 
among U.S. citizens. They are looking to Wash- 
ington for guidance as to what should be done 
on the family, neighborhood, city, country, state, 
and national levels. A forthcoming DoD pam- 
phlet may provide solid answers. If it doesn’t, 
the Administration must anticipate a barrage of 
complaints, including some high-powered po- 
litical attacks. 


THE ARMY TOP COMMAND for years 
sought to avoid military missions in the CD 
area. This was partly because the Army feared 
the drain it would cause on manpower and 
money, but predominantly because it was organ- 
ized that CD was a mammoth-sized can of 
worms. 


THE KENNEDY ADMINISTRATION, mind- 
ful of the problems involved, courageously took 
the position that National Security required 
assignment of CD as a Pentagon responsibility. 
It remains to be seen how Secretary McNamara 
and his associates, led by Assistant Secretary 
of Defense (CD) Steuart L. Pittman, handle 
the technical, fiscal, and, equally important, the 
information aspects of a problem that thus far 
has eluded effective control and direction. Here- 
tofore, however, the lack of definitive CD plans 
and policies has been accorded more apathy 
than alarm. This may no longer be the case. 


VIET NAM WILL GET a new USAF general 
officer as MAAG Air Section Chief. He is Brig. 
Gen. Rollen H. Anthis, 13th AF Vice Com- 
mander. He reports to Saigon 1 December. 
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LOOK FOR LESS INDUSTRY participation 
in the numberless exhibits staged by various de- 
fense and professional organizations. The re- 
vised law concerning cost-allowable advertising 
does not include provision for the cost of such 
exhibits. Furthermore, the Aerospace Indus- 
tries Association has a committee working on a 
policy stand and the chances are strong that it 
will recommend against such participation by 
AIA members. 


AF SECRETARY ZUCKERT has asked Secre- 
tary McNamara to give MATS complete control 
over all contract military airlift, within and out- 
side of the ZI. Such action would transfer to 
MATS authority now held by the Army-managed 
Military Traffic Management Agency for “short- 
term” airlift. On 17 November Secretary McNa- 
mara told MTMA that it could employ only non- 
scheduled carriers which have been approved by 
MATS. The Air Force says this approval is a 
good start, but should be followed by transfer of 
complete contract authority to MATS to insure 
continuing inspection for safety and reliability. 


SOME SEGMENTS of the Army favor the short- 
term airlift transfer from MTMA to MATS. But 
strong opposition to such a move is reported 
among the Army’s logistics planners. Thus far, 
a solid Army position has not been formulated. 
Regardless of what position the Army takes on 
the matter, it’s a good bet that MATS wiil be 
granted the new powers. 


ARMY REORGANIZATION DETAILS will 
be discussed at the annual Commanders Confer- 
ence on 29 November. It remains to be seen when 
the first official public announcement will be 
made. There are reports that some Pentagon 
people now are proposing that the President an- 
nounce details of the plan in his Budget Message 
to Congress. It’s a good bet however, that after 
the Commanders Conference, Secretary McNa- 
mara and Secretary of the Army Elvis J. Stahr, 
jr., will decide that the Reorganization should 
be announced as promptly as possible to prevent 
further “bits and pieces” disclosure. 


ON THE NIKE ZEUS FRONT, Secretary Mc- 
Namara says that as of mid-November, the 
Pentagon has yet to decide whether to ask Con- 
gress in January for initial production money 
for the Army’s anti-missile missile. The Jour- 
nal has reported that as of early October a 
tentative decision was made to approve $383 
million for Zeus R&D and initial production of 
critical items in FY ’63. In subsequent years, 
the tentative plan provides $850 million in ’64; 
$1.3 billion in ’65; $585 million in ’66; and $325 
million in 67. This would provide Zeus cover- 
age of 6 major metropolitan areas with a total 
of 12 missile batteries. 


A NEW LOOK AT ARMY STRENGTH has 
been taken by Secretary of Defense McNamara. 
His preliminary guidelines for fiscal ’63, as re- 
vealed in The Journal issue of 7 October, called 
for an Army strength of 929,000. Secretary 
McNamara now says he is “inclined to think 
that it may be higher than that.” He em- 
phasized, however, that no final decision has 
been made. 


THE FAMILY TRAVEL BAN to Europe 
will continue. Secretary McNamara was asked 
at his last news conference about a possible re- 
laxation of the 9 October order. He said: “Dur- 
ing the period of tension, I believe that the 
restriction on dependents travel to Europe 
should continue.” If the military situation does 
not worsen, and particularly if it should im- 
prove, the Pentagon will come under increasing 
pressure for a new look at the travel restric- 
tions. Major commanders in Europe, from Gen- 
eral Lauris Norstad down, make the point that 
family separations hurt morale and reduce com- 
bat effectiveness.

THE NEW STRIKE COMMAND draws com- 
ment of the Navy League in the current issue 
of its magazine, “Navy.” Secretary of Defense 
McNamara is credited with a “wise” decision 
in omitting the Navy and Marine Corps from 
the USSC. Says the Navy League: “If the re- 
sulting product is a complementary airborne 
image of the Navy-Marine amphibious force-in- 
readiness, we have achieved a notable success. 
If it is not, we simply have one more com- 
petitor for roles and missions.” 


“AMERICA’S CAPABILITY FOR LIMITED 
WAR?” will be the theme of the 43d annual In- 
dustrial Preparedness Meeting of the American 
Ordnance Association 6 December at New York 
City. A highlight of the sessions will be the 
award of the Blandy Gold Medal to General 
David M. Shoup, Marine Corps Commandant. 
This will take place at the Industrial Prepared- 
ness Dinner, where Lt. Gen. Blackshear M. 
Bryan, USA-Ret., AOA New York Post Presi- 
dent and President of Nassau Community Col- 
lege, Mineola, N. Y., will preside. 


SCHOLAR SOLDIERS could well be the de-- 
scription of the Headquarters and Headquarters 
Company, 333d Engineer Group (Construction), 
a Reserve unit from Ann Arbor, Mich., now on 
duty at the Army Aviation Center, Ft. Rucker, 
Ala. Almost 100% of its officers are college grad- 
uates, and 10% of the enlisted men were univer- 
sity students. Now serving as an intelligence ser- 
geant at Rucker is Sp4 W. C. McCrary, who was 
a full Professor of Spanish at the University of 
Michigan. 


SEVERE COLOR BLINDNESS no longer is a 
bar to military service. Peacetime color vision 
standards for enlistment and induction now are 
the same as those for mobilization under a new 
regulation issued by the Army to 75 Armed 
Forces Examining Stations. Heretofore, per- 
sons unable to distinguish bright red from 
bright green were rejected for service. About 
1% of those examined for Service are found to 
be severely color blind. 


POLARIS PERISCOPE TESTS are being 
conducted at the AF’s Air Proving Ground 
Center’s Climatic Laboratory, Eglin AFB, Fila. 
The cold chamber is being used to test the 
Polaris submarine’s retractable antenna. Cur- 
rent tests center on solving periscope problems 
which a submarine would encounter while travel- 
ing through arctic waters at high speeds. The 
chamber’s temperature registers 65 degrees be- 
low zero. 


COL. FRANK KOWALSKI, USA-Ret., who 
enlisted as a private in ’25 and who was grad- 
uated from West Point in ’30, receiving an MS 
from M. I. T. in ’37, will seek the Democratic 
nomination for U.S. Senator from Connecticut. 
He was elected to the House in ’58, the year 
he retired, and was reelected in 60. A daughter, 
Mrs. Carol H. Reidy, is married to an Army 
lieutenant in Germany. Representative Kowal- 
ski is a member of the House Armed Services 
Committee.

General Wood Says Zeus Would Add“Bone And Muscle” To Strength 


HE Soviet Union has a force of ap- 
proximately 1000 bombers comparable 
to those “of our own Strategic Air Com- 
mand” and which will remain a dan- 
gerous threat through this decade, ac- 
cording to Lt. Gen. Robert J. Wood, Army 
Air Defense Command CG, 

It is “the unhappy truth,” said General 
Wood, that the threat of missile attack 
on the United States is not replacing the 
pomber threat but is being added to it. | 

In the view of NORAD, under Gen- 
eral Laurence S, Kuter, USAF, of which | 
ARADCOM is the Army component pro- | 
viding the Nike guided missile forces for 
defense of key centers, the bomber is ex- 
pected to be a “potentially fatal threat” 
through 1970, General Wood said. 

Addressing members of the Omaha 
chapter of Association of the U.S. Army, 
General Wood said that as a potential 
aggressor, the Soviet Union’s strike forces 
pose a tripie threat to America, 

These forces consist of a “mixture” of 
bombers, intercontinental ballistic mis- 
siles, and submarine-launched missiles, all 
of which are capable of delivering nuclear 
weapons. 

General Wood said he is confident that, 
against manned bombers, “we have a 
credible and reliable defense, and that 
we are improving to remain ahead of 
the advancing threat.” 

“T wish,” he added, “I could say the 
same thing about defense against long 
and intermediate range ballistic missiles, 
but I can’t. At the present time, the 
United States has deployed no system 
which is designed to defend against these 
threats.”

Veterans Groups Can 


The Army Ordnance Corps is author- 
ized by law to donate, when available, 
certain obsolete surplus combat equip- 
ment such as ceremonial and drill rifles 
and larger combat equipment for dis- 
play purposes, to Veterans Organiiza- 
tions which have been recognized by 
the Department of Army and listed in 
AR 755-5. 

Donations of large obsolete combat 
equipment is also authorized for Mu- 
nicipal Corporations, State Museums, 
Soldier’s Monument Associations and 
incorporated museums, The donation of 
this equipment is made at no cost to 
the U. S. Government for packing, han- 
dling and transportation charges. These 
costs must be borne by the donee re- 
questing the items, 

The Army Ordnance Corps, has estab- 
lished as the controlling point for all 
such donations, the Major Item Supply 
Management Agency, Chambersburg, 
Pa, 

At present, only the U. S. rifle Caliber 
.30 M-1903 is available for donation to 
the recognized Veterans Organizations 
and can be donated as follows: 

Ceremonial Rifles: A maximum of 10 
rifles is authorized initially for each 
post; when they become non-repairable,

replacement may be made on a one-for- 


one basis; these rifles can fire only 
blank ammunition. 
Drill Rifles: Donation of drill rifles 


is made on the basis of one per each 
member of a uniformed drill team. 
These rifles are demilitarized and are 
rendered incapable of firing either 
blank or ball ammunition. However, the 
original appearance of the rifle and func- 
tioning of the bolt are not affected by 
the demilitarization. 

Requests for donation of large obso- 
lete combat equipment are filled on a 
first-come, first-served basis. Generally, 
such items are not immediately avail- 
able; when specific items are requested, 
a waiting list is established and re- 
quests are filled in the priority of the 
date the request was received, the old- 
est request is filled first. The requests 
are maintained for one year; however, 
they may be renewed by the requestor 
for an additional year. 

For quick response to requests for do- 
nations of Ordnance obsolete surplus 
combat equipment, and detailed infor- 
mation desired on this subject should be 
submitted direct to the Commanding 
Officer, Army Major Item Supply Man- 
agement Agency, Chambersburg, Pa.

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Logistics Management Institute Gets $600,000; Secretary McNamara Tells First Objectives 


ECRETARY of Defense McNamara 

has awarded a $600,000 contract to 
the new Logistics Management Institute, 
and has revealed its initial areas of 
study. 

The Institute is a non-profit, fact- 
finding, and research organization, guid- 
ed by a group of trustees of national 
reputation. “The Institute’s objective will 
be to provide Defense decision-makers 
with alternative courses of action and 
supporting data needed for formulating 
and executing logistics policies and pro- 
cedures,” Secretary McNamara told a 
17 November news conference. 

“Mr. Charles Kelistadt, Board Chair- 
man of Sears Roebuck and Company, 
heads the Institute’s trustees. Other 
trustees are: Maj.

ton Pederson, Associate Dean of Stan- 
ford University’s Graduate School of 
Business; Dr. Stanley Teele, Dean of 
Harvard’s Graduate School of Business

“Principal focus of the Institute’s im- 
mediate efforts will be in the following 
areas: 

“1. Requirements planning, where em- 
phasis will be on: developing a system 
for rapid determination of procurement 
objectives, analysis of assets, evaluation

OUNG infantry ofticers will be given 

more opportunity for troop leader- 
ship, according to the Chief of Infantry 
Officer assignments, Brig. Gen. Harvey 
J. Jablonsky. 

He recently completed a swing through 
the Army’s training centers, and said: 

“Infantry officers can expect a steady 
diet of troop leading for at least the 
first five years of their careers, and more 
assignment with troops in succeeding 
years than has been possible in the 
past. It’s good for the individual and for 
infantry training in general.” 

Career planning has always called 
for company-level duty during the first 
three years of an officer’s career with 
subsequent assignments at battalion or 
regimental-level staff until ordered to the 
branch career course after a minimum 
of five years of service. Strict adherence 
to this pattern has not been possible to 
the extent desired by the assignment 
division, particularly in the case of com- 
mand, Shortage of command slots and 
too early specialization were primarily 
to blame. 

Present build-up of the Army, includ- 
ing expansion of the 11 infantry train- 
ing centers and opening of additional 
centers—Ft. Carson, Colo., Ft. Chaffee, 
Ark., Ft. Gordon, Ga.—contribute to 
present emphasis on more troop duty. 

General Jablonsky’s visit to infantry 
centers recently was to discuss with in- 
fantry commanders what they can ex- 
pect for future assignments, schooling 
ani overall career development.

Many of them graduated 
from the Army’s school of hard-knocks 
with two combat divisions in Korea and 
give training more realism than I ever 
saw in World War II camps.” 

He added, “Physically, they’re in great 
shape.” The general captained two col- 
lege varsity football teams—Washington 
University in St. Louis, in ’29, and the 
U. S. Military Academy at West Point, 
New York, in ’33. In addition, he played 


on the varsity baseball, basketball and 
track teams at both institutions. 
Upon graduation from West Point, 


he received the Army Athletic Associa- | 
tion Award for the outstanding athlete | 


in the Class of ’34, 

“Academically,” he noted, “of all Ac- 
tive Army infantry officers, roughly two 
out of every three—11,959—have two or 
more years of college under their belts. 
Bachelor degrees account for 7,537 of 
that total. Another 508 have earned Mas- 
ters degrees, and 107 own doctorates. 
Still others are working toward bachelor 
and advanced degrees. 

The figures are in tune with the

for its officers. 


An important reason for the counsel- 
ling trips made by General Jablonsky 
and his staff, is to tell officers what they 
can do for themselves to help career 
development. 


Then, 


“We tell them to get in their officer 
preference statement at least six months 
prior to completion of their current 
tour,” the general said. 

“This way we know what they want. 
most important, and actually a 
basic consideration, is for the officer 
to watch his career development. This 
sounds redundant, I’m sure, to many, but 
for those who go from assignment to as- 
signment without too much prior plan- 
ning on their part as to what effect this 


will have on their career, this advice 
strikes home.” 
On interviews he had this to say, 


“Many of the officers who do come in 
to see us, ask for interviews to find out 
just how they are doing. They get their 
interviews—honest appraisals—reflecting 
our point of view. We pull no punches, 
In cases where an officer’s performance 
has not been up to standard, he gets the 
story without any sugar-pill coating, 
Very few try to fight the problem.” 


General Jablonsky and his 25 staff 
members, as a branch of the Office of the 
Deputy Chief of Staff for Personnel at 
Department of the Army, are responsible 
for world-wide career development of the 
more than 19,000 infantry officers. In- 
cluded in this responsibility, are all per- 
sonnel actions such as assignments, in- 
tegration into the regular Army, school- 
ing, special training, appointments, 
transfers, and a myriad of others. The 
only exception is promotion. Promotion 
Boards handle that aspect of officers’ 
careers.

Army Funds VTOL 
Propulsion System 


A vertical take-off and landing (VTOL) 
propulsion system will be flight-tested for 
the Army in 1963 under a $6.9 million 
contract awarded to the General Electric 
Flight Propulsion Laboratory, Evansdale, 
Ohio. 

This initial contract was awarded by 
Army Transportation Research Command 
(USATRECOM), Ft. Eustis, Va., and cov- 
ers the first phase of a two-part program. 
The complete program covers 24 months 
and is expected to cost approximately 
$10.5 million. It calls for the conduct of 
a VTOL flight research program during 
which G.E.’s “lift fan’ propulsion sys- 
tem will be tested in two research air- 
craft to be designed and built under a 
sub-contract to be awarded by General 
Electric. 

The lift fan system is comprised of 
three major components; the G.E. J-85-5 
jet engine, a gas diverter valve, and a 
tip turbine-driven fan. For vertical take- 
off, the jet engine gases are directed 
through the diverter valve to tip tur- 
bines driving 6-foot diameter lift fans 
mounted in the wing structure. This 
propulsion method produces thrust ap- 
proximately three times as great as that 
supplied by the jet engine operating 
alone. 

Once aloft, the aircraft is accelerated 
from its hovering position to forward 
flight by use of vanes which direct the 
fan air flow partially rearward. Upon 
obtaining sufficient horizontal velocity 
to enable the wings to fully support the 
aircraft, the diverter valve is closed, 
allowing the exhaust to flow through 
the engine in the normal manner for 
conventional forward flight at speeds in 
excess of 450 kts. The reverse of this 
operation permits transition from for- 
ward flight to hovering for landing. The 
Air Force is supplying the jet engines 
and diverter valves for the program. 

As envisioned, each of the two research 
aircraft will be two-place airplanes and 
will be powered by two J-85-5 jet engines, 
each delivery in excess of 2500 pounds of 
thrust. The wing span will be approxi- 
mately 30 feet and overall length will 
be about 45 feet. Louvered closures will 
be provided for the wing-mounted fans, 
providing a smooth aerodynamic surface 
when the aircraft is flying conventionally 
in forward flight. For greater safety, the 
exhaust from each jet engine will be 
divided to that the lift fans can still 
be driven even when one engine is 
inoperative.

house for $136.00 per month—including 
utilities? Yet that is what we are al- 
lowed!) We are still waiting for Con- 
gress to recognize the inequity of the 
retired pay computation. We are still 
waiting for our officers to rate the 
same per diem allowance as their civil 
service counterpart. There was no 
guarantee that when we became rent- 
ers or property owners in an “im- 
pacted” district that we wouldn’t be 
considered “free loaders” by the natives. 
We are—and that attitude is fostered 
by Congress who continues to pay 
school districts a bonus for educating 
military children, even though the mil- 
itary pay the same taxes as his civilian 
neighborhood. 

Let’s face it, most areas surrounding 
military installations are flourishing 
economically because we are there. 
Have you seen Safeway closing stores 
around military installations? Indeed 
not! They, and their competitors can 
hardly build them fast enough! There 
is no guarantee that current medical 
facilities will continue for military de- 
pendents. We know too well the power 
of the AMA lobby. There is no guaran- 
tee that present retirement benefits 
will be the same next year, for we 
have heard recent grumblings in Con- 
gress about these. 

In short, Senator, there is only one 
guarantee that is made when a man 
joins the military. That is his guaran- 
tee that he will serve his country faith- 
fully until Congress decides by ever- 
changing legislation that they have had 
enough of him. 

For all its obvious shortcomings, 
that is a proud guarantee, and it is held 
by many men who hold devotion to 
their country above devotion to the 
“green buck.” This devotion is shared 
by their wives and families. The num- 
ber, however, is growing smaller with 
each new attack on benefits that have 
long been considered into our pay. 
There comes a day when pride simply 
doesn’t buy groceries, pay ortodontist’s 
bills or put a child through college. 

As an officer’s wife and the mother 
of a midshipman, I feel a justifiable 
pride in their service to our country. 
It is just possible that our collective 
pride will influence our four younger 
sons to also make the military their ca- 
reer, To encourage this, however, takes 
a lot of effort these days. Fringe bene- 
fits aren’t the only thing under attack. 
A military man’s integrity, judgment, 
and intellience are the target of lob- 
byists, Congressmen, and critics nearly 
every day. It is rare to hear a word 
in his defense—until the defense of 
his country is suddenly deemed impor- 
tant. 

Frankly, it would be much easier to 
encourage these sons to become civil- 
ians. They could do their entertaining 
on an expense account instead of a 
mere pittance. They could take lux- 
urious vacations and write it off as

Army Tests New Marksmanship Concept; 


EW concepts in the Army’s marks- 

manship program, including the use 
of .22 caliber rifles in the first days of 
training instead of .30 caliber Mls, have 
been tested on Ft. Jackson, S. C. rifle 
ranges. 

The switch to .22s is part of two new 
firing courses that are being taught ex- 
perimentally to 16 basic combat training 
companies at Jackson. The new Basic 
Marksmanship Course is designed to re- 
place Trainfire I now in use at Jackson, 
and an Alternate Course which adopts 
the use of Trainfire-type pop-up targets 
to older, known distance ranges. 

Eight companies are participating in 
the basic course on Trainfire ranges and 
eight are taking the alternate program 





on the Leesburg ranges. Four companies 
in each group are using .22 caliber 
rifles to learn proper firing positions 
before switching to the M1 for zeroing 
(properly aligning the weapon’s sights) 
on the fourth day of firing. 

Starting the new Soldier out on the 
.22 which has no recoil, is expected to 
improve his firing technique and, in 
addition, to save the Army money. Spon- 
sors of the test believe that if the novice 
firer is accustomed to the .22 he will be 
less likely to fear the recoil of the .30 
caliber M1, They hope that he will have 
acquired good aiming and firing habits 
by the time he is introduced to the heavi- 
maintenance to train 300,000 men per 
year would cost only $322,000,

force objectives in the next decade, Ad- 
miral Anderson presented this authori- 
tative survey: 


S an important part of our nation’s 
deterrent and retaliatory forces, the 
Navy will continue to exploit the unique 
advantages of the POLARIS submarines. 
We are increasing the range and already 
high reliability of the POLARIS missile, 
and as rapidly as possible, the Navy an- 
ticipates that this fleet will grow to 
some 40 or 50 submarines. With a sig- 
nificant portion of our ballistic missile 
strength provided by these mobile, vir- 
tually invulnerable bases under the sea, 
we intend to maintain a posture of re- 
taliation that would give any potential 
aggressor reason to think not twice— 
put many times—before daring to risk 
the inevitable destruction that a nuclear 
attack would bring in response. 

“And just as our carriers and amphib- 
ious forces stand ready to act today, to 
assist any beleaguered friend in the 
Mediterranean, in Southeast Asia, or on 
the continents of Africa or South Amer- 
ica, wherever and whenever freedom is 
threatened, so too in the seventies will 
we rely on these versatile offensive 
forces. Far from being obsolete in our 
missile age, the importance of our car- 
rier forces in the pattern of world events 
has become even more pronounced, and 
with new ships, new aircraft, and new 
weapons the aircraft carrier will dem- 
onstrate even greater effectiveness 
one of the most flexible weapons sys- 
tems ever conceived by man, In combi- 
nation with amphibious ships, loaded 
with hard-fighting Marines capable of 
vertical assault by helicopters, this force 
will be able to offer the precise and 
timely response so necessary to handle 
limited aggression, so vital in thwarting 


“uf 


communist attempts to erode areas of 
freedom in often remote areas of the 
world. 


“Our efforts to improve our deterrent 
and offensive forces, however, would be 
highly deficient should we neglect the 
development of our anti-submarine war- 
fare units, and let me assure you, that 
this is a task which we have assigned 
highest priority. 

“There is no doubt that anti-submarine 
warfare is a very serious and difficult 
problem, in fact it really represents two 
problems, First, of course, is the tra- 
ditional requirement to protect our ship- 
ping and combatant forces. This in it- 
self is a challenge, but a new facet has 
been added to give greater urgency to 
our efforts. The communists now possess 
missile-launching submarines which pose 
a real threat to our own cities. True, 
these submarines are less sophisticated 
than our own. They must surface to 
launch their missiles, but we all know 
technological advances are not limited 
to the Free World alone, and as time 
goes by we can expect they will develop 
submarines similar to our own POLARIS 
type. 

“We in the Navy recognize that ASW 
is our job and we know it is a difficult 
one, but we are attacking the problem 
vigorously and we are showing signifi- 
cant progress. Should hostilities break 
out in the near future; the Navy could, 
with the assistance of the Coast Guard 
and our allies, do a fine job. But we do 
not underestimate the threat and realize 
that in ASW, as in many other areas, 
the real breakthroughs are yet to come. 

“That is why the Navy considers basic 
and applied research so important to its 
future capabilities. Basic research, push- 
ing beyond known frontiers in the phys- 


ical sciences, leads to applied research | 


and ultimately to specific proposals for 
weapons development. 

“Unfortunately it is difficult to devel- 
op every good idea, because our re- 
sources in men, money, and materials 
are limited. Aided by our operational 
analysts, we have to pay close attention 
to cost effectiveness, which in simplest 
terms means obtaining the greatest 
amount of defense for each dollar spent. 

“And we also must make the best 
possible use of our men, There was a 
day when the Navy paid a premium for 
sailors with strong backs and hairy 


as | 











the cold, hard fact is that such men are 
in short supply. Each time we improve 
a weapons system a greater percentage 
of our men must be technically trained 
to operate and maintain the complex 
equipment we put into the fleet. That is 
one of the reasons why we must give 
added emphasis to toughness and relia- 
bility in our equipments, in order to re- 
duce the number of highly trained men 
necessary to maintain systems that will 
be called upon to operate night and day 
—winter and summer—in gales and in 


hurricanes—in the subzero cold of the | 








polar regions and in the thick heat of 
the tropics. 

“Because of our limited resources the 
ships of tomorrow should be viewed as 
mobile platforms that will provide many 
years of service. Each ship should be 
built around primary equipment of 
known long-term effectiveness, eliminat- 
ing secondary equipment that is ap- 
proaching obsolescence. As a result, we 
are forced to make choices: choices 
among concepts and choices among 
weapons systems. We make mistakes, 
but we profit from them. We avoid 
making the same errors twice, We learn 
from ourselves and we learn from 





others. We know we have no monopoly 
on good ideas and we pursue any con- 
cept, any idea that holds promise, no 
matter what the source. 

“The way the Navy looks and works 
toward the future might best be summed 
up by a few principles: 

“We recognize that the Navy’s tradi- 
tional roles—to control the seas and to 
project forces overseas—will continue 
to be vital to our nation. 


“We keep one eye cocked on the fu- 
ture, but another on the present, be- 
cause it is a Navy tradition to be ready 
at all times, to make the most of what

TT COMMUNICATIONS Systems, Inc., Paramus, N, J., has been awarded 

a $839,845 contract by the Defense Communications Agency for prepara- 
tion of a simulation model of the Defense Communications System. It will 
perform system analysis of the Defense Communications Systems (DCS) 
and devise digital computer modeling techniques and programs for simulating 
the present DCS as well as possible future communication systems.

ment. Display of this data enables heli- 
copter pilots to automatically achieve 
and maintain sustained precision hover- 
ing, and to navigate under conditions 
of zero-zero visibility. 

The AN/APN-97A set also provides 
outputs for tie-in with helicopter auto- 
matic stabilization equipment, ground 
position computing and indicating equip- 
ment, and course and distance comput- 
ing and indicating equipment.

THIRD: THE HEART PROBLEM OF 

NATIONAL SECURITY IS NOT RE- 

ORGANIZATION—IT IS GETTING 

OUR BEST PEOPLE INTO KEY 

FOREIGN POLICY AND DEFENSE 

POSTS. 

Good national security policy requires 
both good policy-makers and good policy 
machinery. But organizational changes 
cannot solve problems which are really 
not due to organizational weaknesses. 

More often than not, poor decisions 
are traceable not to machinery but to 
people—to their inexperience, 


cance of information crossing their 

desks, to their indecisiveness or lack of 

wisdom. 

FOURTH: THERE IS SERIOUS OVER- 
STAFFING IN THE NATIONAL 
SECURITY DEPARTMENTS AND 
AGENCIES. 

The caliber of the national service is 
impressively high. 

But like so many large private organ- 
izations, our government faces the prob- 
lem of people engaged in work that does 
not really need doing. The size of the 


national security departments and agen- | 


cies has swelled out of proportion even 
to the increased number and complexity 
of our problems. 


The payroll costs, although formidable, 


are less important than the price paid 
in sluggishness of decision and action. 
Unnecessary people make for unneces- 
sary layering, unnecessary 
and concurrences, and unnecessary in- 
trusions on the time of officials working 
on problems of real importance. 

Many offices have reached and passed 
the point 
reduces the quality of the product. 

Occasional swings of the personnel 


axe, accompanied by much fanfare, yield | 


more in headlines than in lasting re- 

sults. The fight against overstaffing must 

be waged each day anew. 

FIFTH: THE 
SHOULD BE MADE BETTER TRAIN- 


ING GROUNDS FOR POSTS OF 
NATIONAL SECURITY LEADER- 
SHIP. 


Our career services are not producing 
enough officials with the large executive 
talents, the breadth of experience, and 
the width of perspective needed in top 
foreign policy and defense posts. 

A program for improvement should 
give officials of exceptional promise 
much greater flexibility and latitude in 
job assignments; it should stress move- 
ment of personnel between agencies; 
rt should offer more opportunities for 
advanced training of the kind made 
available by our most efficient private 
corporations, 

And above all, we require higher 
salaries at the top of the civil service 
and at the sub-Cabinet level. The pres- 
ent pay scales are dropping further 
and further behind those obtaining in 
private life—not only in business but 
increasingly also in the academic world. 
These inadequate salaries discourage too 
many able people from entering govern- 


ment service and encourage too many 
to leave it. 
SIXTH: WE SHOULD REDUCE THE 


NEEDLESS BARRIERS WHICH 
STAND IN THE WAY OF PRIVATE 
CITIZENS CALLED TO NATIONAL 
DUTY. 

Our system of government uniquely 
depends upon the contributions of dis- 
tinguished citizens temporarily in high 
government posts, who come from and 
return to private life—the Stimsons, the 
Forrestals, and the Lovetts. 

In time of hot war, we let no obstacle 
Stand in the way of getting our ablest 
people to work in the government. But 
in this cold war, whose outcome will be 
equally fateful for the nation, we toler- 
ate pointless impediments to public 
service. 

The present conflict of interest laws 
are a prime example. We will always 
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failure to comprehend the full signifi- |

SEVENTH: USED PROPERLY, 
NATIONAL SECURITY 
CAN BE OF GREAT VALUE AS AN 
ADVISORY BODY TO THE 
DENT. 

The true worth of the Council lies in 
being an accustomed place where the 
President can join with his chief ad- 
visers in searching examination and de- 
bate of the “great choices” of national 
security policy. These may be long-term 
strategic alternatives or crisis problems 
demanding immediate action, The Coun- 
cil provides a means of bringing the 
full implications of policy alternatives 
out on the table, and a vehicle through 
which the President can inform his lieu- 
tenants of his decisions and the chain 
of reasoning behind them. 

The pitfalls to be avoided are clearly 
marked: At one extreme, over-institu- 
tionalization of the NCS system—with 
overly elaborate procedures, and the 
over-production of routine papers. At 
the other extreme, excessive informality 

with Council meetings tending in the 
direction of official bull sessions. 

EIGHTH: NO TASK IS MORE URGENT 


THAN IMPROVING THE EFFEC- 
TIVENESS OF THE DEPARTMENT 


OF STATE. 

In our system, there can be no satis- 
factory substitute for a Secretary of 
State willing and able to exercise his 
leadership across the full range of na- 
ticnal security matters, as they relate 
to foreign policy. The Secretary, assisted 
by his Department, must bear the chief 
responsibility for bringing new policy 
initiatives to the President’s desk, and 
for overseeing and coordinating our 
manifold foreign policy activities on the 
President’s behalf. 

State is not doing enough in assert- 
ing its leadership across the whole front 
of foreign policy. Neither is it doing 
enough in staffing itself for such leader- 
ship. 

State needs more respect for compre- 
hensive forward planning. The Depart- 
ment as a whole attaches too little im- 
portance to looking ahead in foreign 
policy, and is too wedded to a philosophy 
of reacting to problems as they arise. 
The Policy Planning Council is not now 
in the mainstream of policy-making. 

State needs more officials who are 
good executive managers—and who are 
broadly experienced in dealing with the 
full range of national security problems 
which now engage the Department. The 
administration of foreign policy has be- 
come “big business.” This places a high 


premium on the ability to manage large | ‘* A : .

scale enterprises—to make _ decisions 
promptly and decisively, to delegate, and 
to monitor. 


This need for “take charge” men is 
particularly urgent down through the 
Assistant Secreary level and at our 


large missions abroad. Round pegs in 

square holes are a luxury we cannot 

afford. 

NINTH: WE NEED A STRONGER, 
NOT A WEAKER, BUREAU OF THE 
BUDGET. 

Rich as we are, we cannot do all the 
things we would like to do to assure the 
national safety and provide for the gen- 
eral welfare,

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The job of the President is to rank

in seeing to it that the operating pro- 
grams of the departments and agencies 
conform to these priorities. 

In this task, the President needs the 
help of a Bureau of the Budget staffed 
still more strongly than it now is with 
officials who can interpret agency pro- 
grams in terms of their contributions to 
the President's over-all goals. 

The danger is always present that 
Bureau members will become champions 


of their own, rather than the Presi- 
dent’s, program preferences. A strong 


Bureau requires strong Presidential con- 

trol. 

TENTH: THE CONGRESS SHOULD 
PUT ITS OWN HOUSE IN BETTER 
ORDER. 

Although the Subcommittee inquiry 
was directed toward the Executive 
Branch, there is clearly much room for 
improvement on Capitol Hill. 

One major problem is fragmentation. 
The Congress is hard put to deal with 
national security policy as a whole. 

The difficulty starts with the Execu- 
tive Branch. Except in the State of the 
Union and the budget messages, it pre- 
sents national security information and 
program requests to the Congress in 
bits and pieces, 

The present mode of operation of the 
Congressional system compounds the 
problem. The authorization process 
treats as separable matters which are not 
really separable. Foreign affairs, defense 
matters, space policies, and atomic en- 
ergy programs are handled in different 
committees. It is the same with money 
matters, Income and outgo, and the re- 
lation of each to the economy, come un- 
der different jurisdictions. 

There is no place in the Congress, 
short of the floors of the Senate and the

House, where the requirements of na- 
tional security and the resources needed 
in their behalf, are considered in their 
totality. 

The need is to give the Congress, early 
in each session, better opportunities to 
review our national security programs 
as a whole. 

For its part, the Executive Branch can 
take the initiative by presenting our .na- 
tional security requirements “as a patk- 
age,” with dollar signs attached. To put 
these requirements in better perspec- 
tive. the Secretaries of State and De- 
fense and other ranking officials could 
make -themselves available for joint -ap- 
pearancés on the ‘Hill. 

The Congress should move in parallel. 
At the beginning of each session, it can 
encourage its authorizing committees to 
meet jointly to take testimony on the 
full scope and broad thrust of our na- 
tional security programs, A closer part- 
nership can be urged upon the revenue 
and expenditure committees. And par- 
ent committees can undertake to secure 
more comprehensive briefings on pro- 
grams before dividing them up among 
the subcommittees for detailed analysis. 

ONE LAST POINT: Too many people 
believe that the cards are stacked in fa- 
vor of totalitarian systems in the cold 
war. Nothing could be more wrong, 

Democracies headline their difficulties 
and mistakes; dictatorships hide theirs. 
The archives of Nazi Germany told a 
story of indecision and ineptitude in 
policy-making on a scale never ap- 
proached by our own Nation. 

The words spoken by Robert Lovett at 
the first hearing of the Subcommittee 
are still the right words: 

While the challenges of the moment 
are most serious in a _ policy-making 
sense, I see no reason for black despair 
or for defeatist doubts as to what our 
sustem of govermnent or this country 
can do. We can do whatever we have to 
do in order to survive and to meet any 
form of economic or political competi- 
tion we are likely to face. All this we 
can: do: with one proviso: we must be 
willing to do our best.
